Il est question en cé moment d’sjouter 
une aile de bitiment a la Bibliothéque 
Municipaled’Alexandrie, afin de suppléer a 
l’insuffisance de la salle, actuelle. Avant de 
procéder A oe: travail, il serait opportun, 
eroyoas-nous, d’étudier avdo soin la que;- 
tion de l'emplacement. Le réle d'une bibliv- 
théqae publique ésant d'instruire et d:

Nous espérons que la Commission Muni- 
cipale, avant de faire lea frais d’agrandis- 
sement proposé:, étudiera soigneusement 
cette question. 

L'Egypte, peut-on dire, a été le berceau 
des bibliotéques, comme e lea été le berceau 
des sciences. La plus ancienne que l'on 
connaisse fut fondée par Osymandias a 
Thabes. On lisait sur la porte ces mots 
significatife : Pharmacie de UGme. O'est, en 
effet, le rdle du livre de guérir l’ime de la 
plaie da l'igaorance. La Ville d’Alexandria 
eut bientdt ga bibliothéque et c'est la plus 
oélabre de ‘l’antiquité dont I’histoire ait 
gardé le souvenir. Elle fut fondée par 
Ptolémée Soter yers 290 avant J.-C.-.Eile 
contenait, au moment de sa distruction par 
Amrou en 640, environ 700,000 volumes. 

Si nous avons rappelé en quelques mots 
le passé glorieux de i’Ezypie et surtout 
d’Alexandrie dans l'histoire des sciences, 
o’est pour encourager Ia Municipalité a 
profiter des circonstances actuelles excer- 
tienneliement favorables pour jeter les 
bases d’une vraie bibliothéque nationale. 
Elle dispose de vastes étendues de terrain. 
Pourquoi n’en réserverait-elle pas une 
pattie pour l’emplacement d’une biblio- 
théque,prés des Portes par exemple? L’exé- 
cution d’an projet aussi utile lui ferait 
pardonner bien des fautes et attachirait a 
son nom un souvenir inoubliiable. ; 

La bibliothéque actuelle, bien qu’elle soit 
publique, est pea fréquentée. Elle est pres- 
que inconnue & la majorité des habitants.

In London, 
for example, there. are gentlemen, owners of 
millions, who work in industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises, who occupy themselves 
with science, art, or literature, travel abroad 
for distraction or instraction, or, at the worst, 
administer their estates, occupying theniselves 
with agricultural improvements.

In respect of No. 3 also, the Italian husband 
is of lower earth than the Anglo-Saxon, for 
Signor Mantegazza devotes a page to the dis- 
couragement of wife-murder. “I sympathise 

and condole,” he says, “with the husband who 
kills the fayoured lover,” but—‘to kill a 
woman is the most bestial of outrages, and I 
applaud those who take their own lives after 
committing this crime.” It is a singular over- 
sight that an author who considers so many 
contingencies should have omitted to discuss 
the ditlicult question of wife-beating, a course 
which may be held to lie somewhere midway 
between the indifference which he would no 
doubt deprecate, and the “Othelloism” which 
wields a lethal pillow. 

The admonitory Signor must have a fellow- 
feeling for Mr: H. G. Wells, for in the end his 
heroine becomes the wife of an engineer, and, 
we are given to understand, lives happily ever 
afterwards, Itis to be hoped that in that 
capacity she followed the excellent advice of 
the book -— 

“Should your husband talk to you of his 
plans and enterprises, show you his designs and 
drawings, do not look bored or outside the pale 
of his studies.” 

It is well to adopt a sympathetic attitude 
even towatds a triple expansion engine. Ap- 
parently it was a mere toss-up whether the fair 
Silvis did not wed a manufacturer (supposing 
him ty be at the same time a Socialist) whom 
the acthor classes, as a husband, “far above 
meivhants, shopkeepers, or even bankers.” (‘The 
allusion, it should be explained, is to Italian 
bankars, who appear to be especially liable to 
defalcation and sudden beggary). He has no 
great objection to the lawyer, in spite of that 
learned man’s “comfortable tendency to inter- 
change truth with falgehood”—again, let us 
hope, a criticism only applicable to the K.C. or 
King Victor. Emmanuel. The worst of marry- 
ing a doctor} isthat : 

“He may smell of iodoform or phenol, and 
involuntarily the thought may cross your mind 
at the dinner-table that the same hand now 
peeling an orange was perhaps an hour ago 
dissecting a dead body or operating a tumour.” 

Besides, a doctor is either too busy “or too 
poor, and—in Italy, of course—his wife has a 
tendency to become the feminine counterpart 
of No, 3 in the catalogue of undesirables. Am- 
bitious ladies are urged to marry politicians ; 
and the scientist, once aloof and absorbed, 
“may now be an excellent husband.” Two 
Classes, however, must keep the ‘Tyrant and 
therest company om the Index Expurgatorius:— 

“Never marry an artist unless he happens to 
be & genius or. an angel. 

“Never marry a mediocre author.” 

In any event the artist is unsatisfactory, for 
“his first love is Art, and you will always come 
after her ;’ and you cannot even have it out 
with her vag te Bessie’s way in “The Light 
that Failed.”

So far from this being a novelty 
invented in late times it, like everything 
Egyptian, goes back to an unknown antiquity, 
for a chapter of the “Book of the Dead” is said 
tohave been found under quite an early dynasty 
written upon leather and concealed beneath a 
statue. How many centuries must have lapsed 
for a chapter of the Ritual to have dropped 
out of the canon. Who can say ?

DANGERS OF CAIRO STREETS.

There is a document upon leather still in 
existence which came from Thebes, and it ha: 
been described along time ago by M. Vie 
It is of the time of Ramses II., more than a 
thousand years before parchment was used by 
the Greeks, and yet it is, what paleographers 
Lave supposed to have been a Roman practice, 
a palymsest manuscript. The fact that it was 
capable of being utilised as a palymsest probably 
is the cause of leather having been the material 
employed, because it was used for the purpose 
of engrossing monthly Pharaonic accounts. 
The figures were erased, the names remaining 
as before and the new set of monthly items 
written again. 


Sir,—Your columns are frequently recording 
the serious accidents which are occasioned by 
the breaking of overhead tramway wires ; but 
there is another danger which appears to p&ss 
unnoticed by the police, namely, the frequency 
with which animals are driven through the 
principal thoroughfares of Cairo unattended by 
responsible drovers. But ashort time ago I 
saw a puny child in charge of two huge bulls ; 
and it was only yesterday that I observed three 
camels passing the Savoy Hotel accompanied 
only by a little girl, who was holding on to the 
tail of the one in front, which she could barely 
reach. Everyone knows that. accidents in such 
cases may happen at any moment, and it 
behoves the police to exercise greater super- 
vision than heretofore to prevent their occur- 
rence. I would: strongly urge that animals 
should not be allowed to be driven through the 
streets unless in charge of a licensed drover, 
who should be required to wear a badge with a |: 
number upon it for the purpose of identifica- 
tion. If this recommendation were adopted and 
duly enforced, the Government would increase 
its revenue, and, at the same time, the public 
would ‘be better protected from the risk of 
injury than it is at present.

This manuscript preserves the accounts ot 
the “ahn,” or outer domain of the royal palace, 
and is for the first month of spring, viz., Pachons 
of the 5th year of Ramses Il. The “ahn” 
seems to have. included the outer courtyard 
and Nile wharf, stables, warehouses, and work- 
shops, and as there was no coinage and much 
tribute and presents were paid in kind, this 
outer domain was of considerable size. It was 
distinct from the palace itself because we have 
papyti. which provide us with tabulated 
accounts of goods delivered into the royal 
dwelling house proper, from the stores that had 
accumulated in the “abn.” 

Doubtless the clerks in the exterior depart- 
ment had their lists checked by stock taking 
at various periods, allowance being made for 
items they had receipts for as having been 
handed over to the palace itself. The majority 
of items in this manuscript account relate to 
the delivery of bricks and timber, which seem 
to have formed the temple tribute from most 
of the provinces.

It is quite possible that the author fell in 
one of the reckless charges of the Hittite 
charioteers, and. as he never returned, his 
leather account book was mislaid and buried 
in the sand, to be restored to us some 3,000 


years later. 


There doubtless are still in the possession or 
Arab dealers in Cairo portions of the mass of 
manuscripts belonging to the Geniza of that 
city, the greater portion of which are now at 
Cambridge ; for last January parts of these 
manuscripts were obtained by me which are 
now in the library of the McGill University 
at Montreal.One of these consisted of four paper 
leaves inscribed upon both sides in writing of 
about the 14th century with a text of the 
Midrash Rabba.
